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Fired city clerk O’Rear re-hired

East Jordan City Administra- 
tor Carolyn Sutter remains on 
suspension pending a public hear- 
ing, but the woman whose firing 
prompted Sutter’s suspension is 
back on the job. 

A majority of city commission- 
ers polled during the July 16 
meeting on acting administrator 
Susan Moreau’s intention to hire 
fired city clerk Kathy O’Rear 
said they were in favor of the 
action. 

Lyle Etcher said nay, and Brian 
Sweet said he’d talked to Greg 
Chappiues, who did not attend 
the meeting, and Chappiues had 
no problem with hiring O’Rear. 

Moreau also got the go-ahead 
to pay for O’Rear’s legal expens- 
es incurred since she was. dis- 
missed by Sutter June 11. In re- 
turn, Moreau has received a 
signed release stating O’ Rear will 
not pursue legal action against 
the city. 

The meeting in a packed city 
hall got off to a surprising start 
when instead of the scheduled 


public hearing for Sutter, city 
attorney Scott Beatty announced 
that Sutter has retained an attor- 
ney. 

Beatty told the audience and 
commissioners that in communi- 
cations between Beatty and Sut- 
ter’s attorney, “It was mutually 
agreed” to delay the removal 
hearing for two weeks until July 
30. 

The commissioners moved on 
to other business, but the issue 
resurfaced later in the meeting 
when Sweet moved to amend the 
list of 18 reasons he gave at the 
June 13 special meeting to sus- 
pend Sutter. 

He removed accusations re- 
garding Sutter’s mental and emo- 
tional health, a statement alleg- 
ing Sutter “demonstrated para- 
noia” and the words “outright 
lies” from an accusation of *Mis- 
information and outright lies to 
the commission.” 

Former city mayor and council 
member Virginia Giacomelli 
took the commissioners to task 
for their handling of the whole 
affair, specifically Sweet’s use 
of the terms “mental and emo- 
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tional problems.” 

“That will never go away; that 
girl’s reputation is ruined,” she 
said. “I was born in East Jordan 
and have never seen such carry- 
ing on as performed by this coun- 
cil.” 

Acting administrator Susan 
Moreau indicated she wished to 
rehire O’Rear, and Sweet indi- 
cated he was in favor of that. 
Several audience members did 
not agree. 

Roger Huckle said he is a fr- 
irend of O’Rear’s but is con- 
cerned about the precedent the 
commission is setting, since Sut- 
ter was given the authority tohire 
and fire. 

“What message is that sending 
to city administrators? With one 
action you’re invalidating that 
entire management position,” he 
said. 

“As a taxpayer in this town, 
I’m totally opposed,” said anoth- 
er man.

East Jordan Board of Educa- 
tion members cited low prices 
and attention to the district’s 
specifications in awarding a 
computer technology bid to 
Computerland. 

The Traverse City-based 
firm’s bid was one of four bids 
solicited by the board. The com- 
pany will supply 105 Premio 
personal computers at a total 
price of $199,523, at a cost per 
unit of $1,900. The price in- 
cludes a three-year warranty 
for parts and service. 

“The bottom line is that the 
price of these is considerably 
less than we'd budgeted,” said

ts due to bundled software, which East Jordan Schools can purchase 
more cheaply through other sources available to the district. The 
Computerland bid comes in at about $30,000 less than the Gateway price 
quote. 

East Jordan School Superintendent Chip Hansen said in a July 16 
interview 50 of the new personal computers (PCs) will be installed in the 
elementary classroom (two per room), and the remaining 55 PCs are 
earmarked for the new Math, Science and Technology Center and ne 
High School Media Center. 

“The technology purchase will mean a world of new opportunities for 
students in the elementary school and high school,” said Hansen. “State- 
of-the-art hardware and software will be at their fingertips, as will access 
to the educational opportunities available on the internet. Community 
access to the technology will be available during the evening hours 
through our Community Education program.” 

Hansen said the total technology budget for 1996-97 is $490,200, of 
which half is allocated for computer purchases. The other 50 percent is 
dedicated to cabling, wiring, electrical upgrades to support technology, 
software purchases, file-server purchases and other related items.

Take care of Freedom Fest animals 


1 AM SUBMITTING this let- 
ter in regards to a particular situa- 
tion that occurred during our Free- 
dom Festival. 

Anyone who was in town to en- 

joy the festivities of the weekend 
may have seen the pony rides be- 
ing held in the Sportsman’s Park 
parking lot. 

As a member of an animal health 
care team, a horse owner and a 
concerned and compassionate per- 
son, I was deeply concerned about 
that situation. 

I was not alone in that concern. 
Those ponies — although fed and 
watered -- were subjected to work- 
ing and standing all day in the heat 
without respite ~ fully geared in 
blankets and saddles — not once 
being offered a time-out in a shad- 
ed area. 

Numerous complaints had been 
issued by citizens, not only through 
Charlevoix County, but also to oth- 
ers, 

A member of the board of the 
Charlevoix County Humane Soci- 
ety also contacted the East Jordan 
Police Department. Perhaps that 
complaint had been considered 
“too petty” to bother with? 

After trying to get this situation

investigated — I placed a call to 
sheriff George Lasater. I’m glad to 
say he considered this problem 
worthy of concern. 

With his help, we were able to 
put the wheels into motion to cor- 
rect the situation. 

The woman running the pony 
rides stated the city wouldn’t al- 
low her to put the ponies on the 
grass — which would enable them 
to be placed in a shaded area. 

If this is the case, she is still 
responsible for the proper care and 
handling of her animals and should 
have refused their services if they 
couldn’t provide humane working 
conditions. 

She also accused us of being 
animal activists. If that had been 
the case, that ride would have been 
picketed by a crowd of demonstra- 
tors! 

I think we need to keep in mind 
that people come from all over to 
visit our town and enjoy this event. 
I don’t feel the image being pro- 
jected would be one of a positive 
nature if in fact the city is not 
concerned enough to accommo- 
date the wellbeing of the animals 
being used as an attraction. 

Maybe the animal activist idea 
would indeed be a way to prevent 
such misuse in the future. That 
would make for some interesting 
press. 

It is also worth mentioning that 
there was also other mishandling 
of some animals by the people 
owning them. 


DEPOSIT 


There was a young pony tied 
(improperly) to the side of a horse 
trailer. After pacing around, it fi- 
nally lay down on the pavement. 
Everyone knows how hot black- 
top gets on a sunny day. That was 
probably not very comfortable. 

As I stated above, the pony was 
improperly tied — it got a rear leg 
entangled in the rope, and Kerry 
Ovaitt (Dr. John Richter’s wife) 
rushed to its aid. She attempted to 
first untie the rope from the trailer 
but was unable to. If the knot had 
been tied in a correct “horse knot” 
or quick release knot, the problem 
would have been remedied then 
and there. 

There was potential for serious 
injury to occur, not only to the 
pony, but to anyone in the immedi- 
ate vicinity, should it have pan- 
icked and begun thrashing or had 
fallen. 

I don’t wish to see an end to the 
pony rides —] think many children 
enjoy being able to experience the 
fun of riding in this way — I know 
i did. What I do wish to see is 
consideration for the comfort of 
the ponies. 

I would like to thank all those 
involved in helping to rectify the 
situation for their time and con- 
cern. 

If our town cannot provide a 
shaded area for the pony rides next 
summer then we should forego 
including them in the festival.
